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I mportant decisions will have to be taken in the 
next weeks and months which will determine the 
prospects for the next generation of students in 
higher education. All the signs are that the 
Government is going to have to retreat from 
unreasonable parsimony and dig into contingency 
funds for more money for the University Grants 
Committee and the National Advisory Body. In its 
present somewhat fragile parliamentary condition, 
the last thing the Government is likely to relish is the 
backlash from middle-class areas which would follow 
if otherwise eligible young people could not get 
places at universities and polytechnics. Not only 
would MPs share parental anxieties, but they would 
also voice the frustration of commerce and industry 
at the manifest absurdity of preaching modernization 
and economic renewal one moment and cutting back 
an higher education the next. 

So the first .point to make is that Sir Keith Joseph 
has some political weight on his side as he fights his 
comer. Now is the time to make a fundamental 
challenge to the long-term projections for higher 
education implied by the recent public expenditure 
White Paper. Hints earlier this week that the penny 
had dropped in the Treasury can only be regarded as 
an encouraging sign. 

Even before the NAB began the first public stage 
of its allocation exercise on next year's money. Sir 
Keith had come up with an extra £23 million -but this 
was only half what the NAB said was needed to 
restore the unit of resource to last year's level and 
preserve the present entry opportunity. As expected, 
the NAB reacted with proposals for a string of cuts 
and mergers. These are now being contested by the 
colleges but they know that, unless more money is 
forthcoming from Sir Keith, these cuts will have to 
stand or others take their place.

could achieve the heroic level of economies needed 
to bridge the £23 million gap. Nor is it reasonable to 
complain (as Sir Keith did) that the NAB proposals 
are premature. The NAB’s open method of working 
(which is good) and the lead-time for the planning of 
courses and the recruitment and admission of 
students, makes it necessary to act now, not wait for 
the quite inappropriate timetable used for the annual 
settlement of the Government's contribution to local 
expenditure. 

No doubt there will be some sort of compromise, 
but not before Sir Keith has been forced to be a bit 
more reasonable. But what is coming under increas- 
ing attack is the Government's glib belief that the 
way to make Institutions more efficient is simply to 
cut their funds by two or three per cent a year and 
force them to live by their wits on less and less. This 
has been a central element in the planning forced 
upon the UGC by the Government. But now the 
report from Deloitte, Haskins and Sells, the accoun- 
tants commissioned by the UGC to survey university 
finances, has provided powerful evidence of the 
precarious situation in many universities which are 
said to be teetering on the edge of bankruptcy. The 
accountants have only confirmed what vice-chancellors 
have been saying for years, and it may be that they 
and the UGC have been a bit slow in mobilizing a 
blue-chip firm of accountants to testify on their 
behalf. What is clear, however, is that airy gener- 
alizations about improved efficiency and the elimina- 
tion of waste will no longer wash. Further cuts are 
more likely to increase waste than eliminate it. 

This will' become a burning issue during the 
summer. Next month the UGC circulates the 
universities with details' of their recurrent grant. The 
calculation will be made on the basis of two 
components - one for teaching and one for research.

What immediately becomes obvious is that, be- 
tween May and September / October, the UGC and 
all the allies the universities can muster, will put 
enormous pressure on the Government to find a lot 
more money. No doubt the process of consolidation 
and selective development will continue, but if 
closures and all the political protest these would 
generate are to be avoided, there will have to be 
Significantly more money and bigger ideas. 

The big question is whether the universities - and 
the polys, but in reality this is an argument about the 
universities - have touched bottom in political 
esteem and begun once again to move upwards.

Proposals for Crown schools and 
education vouchers could signal the 
dismantling of a natural system of free 
Kcondary education for all, the presi- 
dent of tne Secondary Heads Associa- 
tion, Mr Rowland Brown, told the 
conference.

Two-tier pay 
deal floated 

Salary structure changes that would 
bring about two classes of teachers and 
increase the number of educational 
assistants in schools have been DUt 
forward by SHA general secretary Mr 
Peter Snape.

Dartington Hall: hoping 
for a radical rebirth 
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by Virginia Makins 


News that Darlington Hall, the famous 
progressive school in Devon, is to dose 
down alter a series of scandals and bad 
publicity has been somewhat exagger- 
ated. 

The intention of the trustees, and of 
Mr Brian Nicholson, who took over as 
head just a year ago, is to turn 
Dartington into a “more challenging 
and affordable school”. 

Last week, parents were shocked to 
get a letter front Mr Nicholson saying 
that it was no longer possible to 
continue the school in its present form.

NUT hoping for 16-plus progress 


The National Union of Teachers will 
ballot secondary school members on a 
boycott of GCSE teaching only if 
further talks on funding and planning 
the new exam prove fruitless. 

The union says that discussions in 
the next few days with Department of 
Education and Science representatives 
could offer a positive way forward. 

DES officials are also keen to stress 
that the door has not been slammed 
shut on thfi union - although Sir Keith 
Joseph repeated that the exam would 
not oe postponed when he met NUT 
representatives nine days ago. 

The NUT conference at Easter not 
only backed the union's refusal to take 
part in training and preparation but 
called for a boycott of GCSE teaching 
next term and the continuance of O 
level and CSE syllabuses until the new 
exam was adequately planned and 
funded. 

Mr DougMcAvoy, the NUT’s depu- 
ty general secretary, said: “We are not 
talking about discussions that will go 
on over months. They can be done 
within thc space of two or three weeks. 
Wc hope the outcome will be addition-

Caning setback 
poses dilemma 
on Bill’s progress 


Sir Keith remains unmoved 


The Government faces a dilemma over 
the progress of the Education Bill 
following a narrow defeat last week in 
the House of Lords on the issue of 
corporal punishment in schools. 

Peers voted 94-92 during the Com- 
mittee Stage of the Bill to approve an 
amendment outlawing use of the cane. 

Ministers now have to decide 
whether to try to reverse the caning 
ban when the Bill reaches the Com- 
mons, probably in late May. There is a 
distinct possibility they will choose not 
to oppose the decision. For if they did, 
the entire Bill would have to return to 
the Lords. The Government is keen to 
avoid unnecessary delays on the Bill’s 
progress, which was originally not 
considered controversial. 

At the same time, the Government 
would then still have to face the (ask of 
persuading the Lords to vote against 
abolition. Either way, it may have to 
accept defeat on the issue. 

Ministers have already ruled out any 
attempt to reverse the decision during 
the Bill’s remaining stages in the 
Lord?. It is expected to get its third 
reading on May 19.

The procedure was last 
used during the progress of the 1981 
Education Act. 

It would allow an all-patty commit- 
tee of MPs to cross-examine interested 
parties and pressure groups before 
they considered the Bill clause-by- 
clause in detail. Labour has asked for 
three hearings of two-and-a-half hours 
each to be set aside for it.

It was up to teachers to convince 
parents that an early start to formal 
school was no guarantee of success In 
later years and that writing and read- 
ing too early could be damaging.

Good work, bad behaviour 


Nursery school programmes that set 
out directly to teacn basic academic 
skills to disadvantaged pre-school chil- 
dren may boost their academic 
achievement. 

But they do nothing to prevent 
teenage delinquency ana social prob- 
lems, according to American research 
published this week. 

By contrast, child-centred nuTsery 
schools that encourage children to take 
initiatives and make choices are just aB 
successful at boosting long-term school 
achievement - but also seem to be 
highly successful in preventing later 
delinquency, vandalism and family 
tensions. 

The research into the long-term 
effects of different nursery teaching 
styles was carried out by the High/ 
Scope Foundation, which was re- 
sponsible for the well-known Ypsllanti 
Perry Project, which demonstrated the 
long-term social and educational pay- 
offs of high quality nursery schooling. 

This latest study, started in 1967. set 
out to investigate the effects of diffe- 


development and how parents could 
help it along more generally. 

The children were followed up at the 


ages of 5, 6, 7, 10 and 15. Up to 10 
there were no sicmificBnt differences 


between the results of the three prog- 
rammes. 

All three boosted the mean IQ of the 
children from 78.3 at age 3 to an 


astonishing 105 after one pre-school 
year, and left children on average 9 IQ 


points higher at age 10 than the Perry 
Project control group of similarly dis- 
advantaged children who had no pre- 
school education. 

The startling differences between 
the programmes came at the age of 15 
on social, not academic, measures. 
The group from the behaviourist pre- 
school class had committed twice ps 
many violent and delinquent acts as 
the teenagers from the other groups.

Leading Catholic educationists have 
reaffirmed their opposition to prop- 
osed changes in contract which would 
place special moral obligations on 
teachers in Catholic schools. 

TTie Catholic and Church of Eng- 
land contract figured on the agenda of 
both the main teacher unions at their 
annua! conferences at Easter. 

The NUT executive reported that 
both the Catholic Education Council 
(CEC) and the Church of England 
Board of Education had agreed to 
consider a re-wording. 

At the same time a motion put 
forward by the NAS/UWT executive 
at Scarborough condemned the clauses 
in some C ofE and Catholic contracts 
"which seek to place unnecessary and 
unwarranted restrictions on teachers’ 
private lives." 

It added: “Conference notes the 
readiness of the Church of England 
Board of Education to enter Into 
meaningful discussions with repre- 
sentatives of the teacher unions and 
calls upon the Catholic Education 
Council to do likewise." But the 
motion was not' discussed.

If the Government’s proposed legisla- 
tion on copyright becomes law, 
teachers will tor the first time have the 
right to record all broadcasts on radio 
and television.They will also have the 
right to make multiple photocopies of 
1 per cent of any publication. 

The response from the educational 
world is mat the' proposals are "en- 
couraging", “welcome , "better than ' 
we expected but don't go far enough”. 
But, more important, will they be 
workable? 

The paper’s main proposals include 
a 10 per cent levy on audio tapes over 
35 minutes long. This will permit 
educational establishments to record 
anything off-air - words and music. 
Copies could be freely made and 
programmes kept indefinitely. 

Teachers will nave responsibility for 
how they use the sound recordings. Mr 
Ken Parker, an HMI who chairs the 
Educational Technology Committee, 
says they will be more likely to find 
material that suits their needs and 
incorporate it into their teaching, 
knowing that they can retain it inde- 
finitely. 

A similar 5 per cent levy on video 
tapes, however, was suggested in last 
year's Green Paper on audio and video 
recording, and that has now been 
dropped, "at least for the foreseeable 
future”. 

In its place the White Paper suggests 
an obligatory licensing system which 
would allow schools and colleges to 
record whatever they want from televi- 
sion and aura to copy tapes and keep 
them indefinitely. This is where the 
main problems seem to lie.

In particular the White Paper seems 
to suggest that a number of licensing 
bodies will cover different classes ana 
categories, of programmes and arrange 
the charges and conditions under 
which they mgy be recorded. 

This appears to rule out a blanket 
licence which many in education feel 
would be more helpful . .since It would 
offer freer access to all programmes 
within a more workable structure. As 
the proposals stand, the administra- 
tion could be confusing. 

The White Paper suggests that an 
existing licensing scheme, such as 
Guild Sound ana Vision’s operation, 
reuld be extended. Guild Sound and 
vision currently acts as a collecting 
society for the rights owners of certain 
Open University and Channel 4 educa- 
tion programmes.. .In return for an 
initial fee it permits the recording of 
specific programmes; then when 
schools and authorities submit their 
logbook of what they have recorded at 
ttc end of the year, they are invoiced 
for each item.

Help is on the way for a badly 
neglected youth minority - the jobless 
school leavers in country towns and 
villages. 

While newspaper headlines proc- 
laim factory closures and youtn de- 
privation in the cities, employment has 
been dying quietly, but just as quickly.

Europe’s sixth-form 
country cousins confer

Jobs: where there's muck . . 


Rural depopulation and the brain drain 
of able youngsters to the cities are 
worrying sixth-formers all qyer 
Europe. 

More than ISO teenagers from rural 
communities in six EEC countries dis- 
cussed ways of tackling the problem at 
a conference in Aberystwyth earlier 
this month. The four-day conference 
was organized by the Mid- Wales De- 
velopment Board mid was co-spon- 
sored by BP and the European Social 
Fund. 

In Mid- Wales, youngsters are being 
encouraged to set up their own 
businesses.' A similar drive based main- 
ly on tourism Is under way in Crete, as 
course member Anna Manoussakl ex- 
plained. Both projects seek to Increase 
business awareness among the young so 


that they are not forced to leave their 
home communities in search of work. 

The conference gave the sixth-for- 
mers an opportunity to Investigate such 
issues as Industrial expansion, tourism, 
roads and conservation as well as Job 
creation. 

Forty per cent of the delegates came 
from rural Wales, with two pupils 
representing each secondary school In 
the area. But the overseas contingent 
enabled them to appreciate how com- 
mon the Welsh rural communities* 
problems were. 

The conference Included lectures, 
fllms, and visits and the youngsters 
were given a taste of decision-making 
by playing a business game, "Rura* 
plan", devised by the board and the 
Careers Research Advisory Council. 


The heavy reliance on employers of 
| such schemes as the Youth Opportuni- 
ties Programme and the Youth Train- 
ing Scheme meant they had little . 
chance of operating in rural areas 
where virtually no employers were 
left, said the report. Even if training 
I could be provided it would be of little 
use unless it was linked to job creation. 

Any training provision would also 
need to take into account the lack of 
public transport in the countryside. 

Following the report, the Commis- 
sion has funded a two-year study by the 
Royal Agricultural Society to establish 
ways to overcome these problems. j

But’ the report emphasizes that the 
necessary training would have to be 
provided under YTS Mode B , in which 
the MSC took full responsibility for

will be paid for partly by employers. 

Mr Ray Westcott, the study s direc- 
tor, is preparing his final report. It will 
propose a special training package for 
rural youngsters, recognizing that few 
are likely to find employers, snd 
preparing them for self-employment. 

Mr Westcott also envisages a job- 
creatinn structure In the. countryside, 
with niini-enterpnse agencies, teams 
of local people and representatives of 
public agencies, headed, by full-time 
coordinators, which would Search for 
ways to establish all kinds of enter- 
prises, privately, publicly, or cooper- 
atively owned. The teams would plan 
Irainlng to match the new opportuni- 
ties. 

Mr Westcott believes that further 
education colleges could play, the key 
role in the structure If they set up 
outreach centres in the countryside. 
But the MSC would have to provide 
some financial support beyond its

Museum loans gather dust 

Teachers need more in-service training on how to use museum services to boost 
learning in and out of the classroom, says a report from HM Inspectors. 

They conducted a survey lost summer of the way 24 Hertfordshire schools used 
either museum visits or loans from museums. 

Their report notes good practice but says it is by no means universal. In one 
school, a classroom had eight bird exhibits on loan from the local museum service 
but the teacher made no use of them. 

“Tills represented a wasted opportunity. Irrespective of whether a topic on 
birds was planned, language and artistic skills could have been stimulated. 

“Another classroom had a substantial display of artefacts related to a class 
topic on Roman history. However, the objects were not used to encourage 
careful observation and recording. In contrast, in another school, a collection of 
I Roman items was the main focus of pupils* attention; probing questions prepared

Mount Druitt is one of a string of 
“satellite” suburbs built by successive 
Australian governments on the fringes 
of Sydney to house primarily poor 
families. 

Much of Mt Druitt is pleasant 
enough. The houses, mostly two- 
storey townhouses, are well-designed, 
have large gardens and are surrounded 
by open spaces and playing grounds. 
There are several schools in the suburb 
and a modern shopping centre. 

But Mt Druitt has problems, com- 
mon to most planned housing estates. 
Its population is young, entertainment 
ractlities are limited, transport into the 
centre of Sydney is disastrous and 
there are no factories or offices (and 
therefore no jobs) in the area. 

Most of the several thousand fami- 
lies living in the suburb depend almost 
exclusively on social security benefits. 
The rates of unemployment, family 
breakdown and juvenile delinquency 
are also higher than for the 
rest of Sydney. 

This has meant that the suburb - and 
it* -schqola.n, tigm hafrlfciinMmiijjjfi ■ 
reputation ever since the first families 
arrived in the early 1970s. For exam- 
ple, most secondary students drop out 
as soon as they reach the legal leaving 
age (15 in New South Wales) mainly 
only to end up on dole queues and, 
every now and then, in detention. 
Truancy rates are high and, according 
to recent surveys, about 40 per cent of 
children have been classified as having 
poor basic learning skills. 

Even at times of high unemploy- 
ment, teachers have been reluctant to 
teach at Mt Druitt, partly because of 
the violent and anti-social reputation 
the schools have had in the past. 

But a recent study sponsored by the 
state government is expected to 
change all that.

Testing times as rural areas are 
favoured with model schools 


Nothing has quite stirred the passions 
of Indian educationists like tne Gov- 
ernment's current determination to set 
up “model schools" in every rural 
district - a network of super-selective 
schools designed to boost the educa- 
tion of talented but disadvantaged 
pupils. 

when the plan was first unveiled last 
year, it met a barrage of criticism from 
those who labelled it “dlitist", “divi- 
sive" and “abandonment of the basic 
principle of the 'common* school”, 
developed by Rabindranath Tagore, 
Mahatma Gandhi, J P Nail, and other 
founding fathers of Indian education. 

Thus West Bengal, which has a Left 
front state government, attacked the 
plan because it would “accentuate the 
dlitist culture and would perpetuate 
the hegemony of the affluent few". Dr 
Krishna Kumar, reader in education at 
Delhi University, a leading figure in 
the debate, also attacked tne plan for 
fostering a “myth of opportunity”.

The “myth” stems from the fact that 
by the age of 10 or 11, some 73 out of 
every 100 children enrolling at school 
have dropped out. This means that 
selection for model schools - even if 
perfectly done - would only draw from 
a total pool of 27 per cent. 

Dr Kumar then goes on to argue that 
in fact the testing will be far from 
simple. The tests have been designed 
by the National Council of Education- 
al Research and Training, the Govern- 
ment’s official research unit, to elimin- 
ate the kind of disadvantages a child 
from a remote village would race in 
competing with a child from a prosper- 
ous family. 

The NCERT has declared itself well 
satisfied, and the Minister for Human 
Resource Development, Mr P VNaia- 
simha Rao, who looks after education, 
has defended the tests In Parliament. 
But Dr Kumar says the tests are a 
rehash of many aptitude tests used in 
the United States, some already dis- 
credited. 

Whatever the opposition, the Con- 
gress Party Government, with its mas- 
sive parliamentary majority, has said 
the plan will go ahead. It recently 
announced a budget of £12 million for 
opening the first 50 model schools 
aroundthe country - a staggering sum 
when so many other schools suffer 
without blackboards, books, adequate 
buildings, toilets or drinking water, 
and often with just a single teacher. 

The first two pilot model schools 
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behaviour of children in three other 
primary schools in so-called “advan- 
taged areas” over a four-year period.

Geoff tey Parkins on 
the latest step toward 
compulsory schooling 

The Chinese state education commis- 
sion is to abolish entrance examina- 
tions for the country’s middle schools 
as part of its plan to push forward 
implementation of nine-year compul- 
sory schooling. ... . . 

A recent commission circular said 
the derision would take effect from 
this summer in the more developed 
regions, and meant that in such areas 
all primary school pupils would auto- 
matically progress to middle school. 

In backward regions, where illitera- 
cy rates were high, abolishing entrance ■ 
exams would take a little longer and 
top priority would be given to securing 
universal primary education. 

However, the commission’s circular 
stressed that the elimination of en- 
trance exams did not mean that educa- 
tional standards would be allowed to 
fall, and every effort should be made 
by local authorities, schools and 
teachers to see if they could be raised. 

The current expansion means that 
many of China’s primary schools are 
feeing a severe shortage of classroom, 
space, and the situation is expected to 
worsen as the school-age population 
increases over the next few years. 

The problem has already reached 
serious proportions in some cities, 
such as Peking, for Instance, where the 
education bureau has announced that 


renting out of school ' buildings., for 
□on-educational purposes. A recent 
investigation revealed that primary 
and middle schools (28 per cent) had 
leased out a total of 92,000 square 
metres of classroom space to raise 
funds, while in most cases there was 
insufficient space to accommodate ex- 
isting numbers of pupils let alone to 
enrol more. 

The report said that the practice was 
belifived to be widespread. 

In many instances, classrooms had 
been turned into workshops, ware- 
houses, company offices and even 
hotels, creating unacceptable noise 
levels where children were trying to 
study. 

Under the municipal education 
bureau's new rules, which have been 
approved by the city government, all 
schools have been ordered to expel all 
non-educational tenants by the end of 
theyear. 

Tills move will, however, create its 
own problems as many schools have 
come to rely heavily on rent charged to 
help in upkeep of buildings, meet the 
costs of books and teaching materials 
and for teachers’ salaries.

Bill Norris reports

Testing of teachers, which is becoming 
an obsession in the United States, has 
turned up its most alarming result so 
far. Forly-five per cent of 668 new 
teachers in Virginia examined for 
classroom skills failed to pass the test. 

It was the first time that Virginia 
teachers had been subjected to ex- 
aminations, under a new state law 
which took effect lost July. But two- 
thirds of the newcomers to the class- 
room escaped because they were qual- 
ified before then. 

The teat itself was very different 
from the recent written examination in 
Texas. Teachers were observed by 
trained educators three times over a 
10-day period.

But some national education experts 
said the Virginia results could oe a 
reflection of major flaws in the teacher 
training colleges. "I would say that 
people are coming into the system 
without their teaching practices hon- 
ed, and this test is an affirmation of 
that," said Mr Robert Palaich , a senior 
policy analyst at the Education Com- 
mission’s Denver office. 

Thirteen states now demand that 
teachers demonstrate classroom com- 
petence before gaining their certifi- 
cates. The first was Georgia, which 
began its programme in 1980. Educa- 
tion officials there expressed Uttle 
surprise at the Virginia results. "They 
shouldn’t be concerned about a 45 per 
cent failure rate," said Mr Lester 
Solomon, director of teacher assess- 
ment for the Georgia Department of 
Education. “It’s like a bowling alley. 
You don’t throw a strike with the first 
ball.” . .

In praise of Johnsonian autonomy 


Sir - I was quite attracted by Paul 
Johnson's suggestion (TES Personal 
Column, April 1 1) that we should run 
our schools on an individual basis via a 
corporation of parents, teachers and 
employers. My own thoughts have 
been running along similar Tines. The 
basic idea seems to me both logical and 
sensible, but I cannot agree with his 
ideas on funding the scheme. 

Under the present system, we all pay 
taxes into a central coffer, part of 
which is then returned to the commun- 
ity in the form of an education service. 
Paul Johnson suggests a system where- 
by the tax is returned to a corporation 
in the form of a per capita allowance 
for each pupil, to which the members 
may add according lo their means. My 
own suggestion would be, why let that 
money so up to a central authority in 


money go up to a central authority in 
the first place? Why not introduce a 
community tax, levied by the corpora- 
tion, and spent directly by them? 


Membership of the corporation could 
be open to any member of the com- 
munity who Chose to stand for elec- 
tion. 

Exam myths 

Sir - According to Paul Johnson, the 
present state systeram "turns out a

Maybe he is voicing a common public 
perception, but the evidence or exant 
results is quite the reverse.

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The problem is, of course, who 
should pay the tax and how much?

VAT. If the tax were added to the 
rates, as indeed a proportion of educa- 
tion expenditure is at present, there 
would no doubt be an outcry that it 
unfairly penalized businesses (though 
let us not Forget that state education 
began partly as a response to industry’s 
need for a literate workforce). 


need for a literate workforce). 

Perhaps the fairest solution would 
be to raise the income tax threshold, 
and this fixed amount could then be 
paid directly to the corporation by the 
taxpayer In the community. This 
would be a staggeringly efficient form 
of funding, eliminating several tiers of 
bureaucrats. 

Catchment areas would have to be 
clearly defined, as they would also be 
community tax areas, and pupil move- 
ment between schools would have to 
be on a one-for-one exchange basis. As 

The danger la that some people may 
actually believe Paul Johnson’s sweep- 
ing ana totally misleading assertion. 
Even worse, the Government may 
build a new educational policy on the 
foundation of a pure myth. 

What teachers in the state sector can 
tell anyone who will listen is that 
schools are achieving remarkable re- 
sults in spite of all the problems. What 
is needed is not new schools, or a 
centralized system. What is needed is 
simply proper funding of the existing 
state system. 

Smaller classes, increased capitation 
and professional salaries would enable 
state schools to demonstrate their 
potential when the odds are not stack- 
ed against them.

This is fine 
as far as it goes, but the flow of funds is 
still ultimately controlled by govern- 
ment, and parents still hove no say in 
how the money is spent (and let us not 
forget that it was their money in the 
first place). 

We need to experiment with a 
variety of funding schemes, to discover 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
each, and then act swiftly and decisive- 
ly, before the physical and spiritual 
infrastructure of our education system 
is irretrievably lost.

The Special 
Constabulary's first 
woman commandant 
is a deputy head, 

Nick Baker reports. 


“ v^or goodness sake don’t forget to tell people 
ll that I don’t get paid for doing this,” says 
■ 1 Angela Turner at the end of the interview, 
JL “Some people imagine I’m on £5,000 a 
year on top of my teaching pay.” In fact, the perks 
for Miss Turner, a senior teacher at Blatchington 
Mill comprehensive school in Hove - and Bri- 
tain’s first woman to become head of a Special 
Constabulary - are minimal. She gets some 
travelling expenses, an annual shoe leather 
allowance of £20, exemption from jury service 
and the chance to see a lot of football. 

The latter is hardly a perk because she doesn't 
like football much. But a large proportion of her 
duties in the years before her promotion were at 
the ground of Brighton and Hove Albion , where 
she directed traffic and helped control the crowd. 

A helpful analogy to describe the role of the 
Special Constabulary in modern police work 
would be that of the St John's Ambulance 
Brigade, to the official Ambulance Brigade. 
They’re trained to offer help and support until the 
real experts arrive. However, a Special in uniform 
has all the powers and responsibilities of n regular 
officer, including the powers of arrest. Like 

In fact, Angela Turner's career in teaching has 
been closely shadowed by her work as a special 
officer. She has been doing both for about 25 
years (she is now 47) and has gained senior 
I teacher status having come through the ranks of 
head of year and “in charge of girls’ welfare” to 
1 become director of guidance at Blatchington Mill. 

It is a post which includes responsibility tor 
careers, pastoral care and referrals on matters to 
do with pupils’ behaviour. 

It’s interesting to see how both professions 
have changed in their attitude towards women. 
“I/C girls’ welfare" posts have broadened to 
include everybody’s welfare. Similarly, women 
Specials used to work mainly within the area of 
women and children’s welfare; sending a woman 
officer to a football match was unheard of. But 
Angela Turner broke new ground - she was the 
first woman officer in the area to .go on traffic 
point duty - and until recently her jobs have 
Included cell duty, accompanying a corpse to the 
■mortuary, foot patrol and, of course, the inevit- 
able Saturday at the Albion. 

There was a point, when she’d been teaching 



for five years or so, when she was tempted to join 
the regular force and give up teaching (her subject 
area was home economics). 

“For some months. 1 thought hard about it,” 
she says. “In those days, teachers were paid more 
than policemen, although that wasn’t the only 
reason I stayed in teaching.” At that point, in the

in the police, and more freedom. She also didn't 
relish the awkward hours aud the prospect of the 
’phone ringing in the middle of the night. She 
decided to stick to her minimum six hours a week 
as a Special and is pleased with the decision. “I 
feel I’ve got the best of both worlds," she says. 

• With only a slight trace of regret, Angela 
Turner confesses to having no great arrests to her 
name. Most have been of the public older variety, 
at football matches - and those arrested have 
always obliged and pleaded guilty, depriving her 
of the excitement of being a key prosecution 
witness. Neither has she had to arrest one of her 
own pupils, although she's greeted with a chorus 
of "Hello Miss" whenever she’s on patrol. 
“Sometimes I've had to go up to them and 
whisper a few words of advice in their ear, but I've 
never had to arrest one." 

Does her police rote affect her role as a 
teacher? Miss Turner believes that it would be 
dangerous in school to use the added authority 
.she has outside. If the police work has helped her 
teaching. It’s in a feeling of Increased confidence, 


rather than increased authority. “It's also given 
me a way of talking to the more difficult senior 
boys that 1 might not have had otherwise. 
Football is always a good starting point for a 
conversation. But as far as swearing is concerned, 
they don't get the same fun out of using bad 
language in my presence because I've heard it all

pupils probably sec her as an authoritarian figure, 
and her role as receiver of referrals for bad 
behaviour and patroller of corridors strengthens 
that image. Not that she equates the corridors 
with the sheets. That sort of link would be 
dangerous. In school, there’s the delicate balance 
to be sought between being the authority figure 
and the gentle guide: Tve got to be prepared to 
deal with someone I firfd smoking, and mop up 
the , feap of another one I. find crying.” . 

As tor as classroom neutrality to concerned, . 
Miss Turner sees no conflict of Interest between 
the two roles, even in a climate in which some see. 
the force as less than irreproachable. She refuses 
to be drawn into identifying her role in the police 
force with those who are subjects of controversy, 
although as in other forces, Sussex Specials took 
on more of the mundane police work to free their 
regular colleagues during the miners ' strike. 

She certainly does . not defend police . misbe- 
haviour, and at times has offered aovice to pupils 
who claim their friends have been “thumped" by 
police officers, about how property to go about 


T he AGAS initiative now being discussed by 
teaching unions and the employers con- 
tains a commitment to recognise the cen- 
tral role of the classroom teacher. As a 
scale one teacher, I welcome the Inclusion of that 
phrase, but fed. that without a significant change 
In ' the attitudes - of the DBS, l.e.a.s, chief 
education officers, advisers and headteachers, it 
will remain just so many words. , . 

I have heard it all before, far too often. Most 
beads like to suggest that they run democratic 
schools; but a suggestion of democracy is often all 
that exists.

E veryone likes Open plan at Hawkedon 
primary school in Reading; the teachers 
like it and so do parents and governors, 
children and advisers. 

Heather Toynbee, the headteacher, so relished 
the idea of open plan that she gave up her job as 
head at a semi-open plan primary school and took 
a drop in salary 18 months ago, for the privilege of

1 “1 wanted to work in a totally open plBn school , 
and one that was unformed," she said. “From the 
very beginning, I was able to appoint staff and 
organize the school along the lines I wanted so 
thatlcould exploit the advantages of open plan to 
the full.” 

Many things are possible in open plan that 
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tiona] classrooms, she says. Not that open plan 
always works: she recognizes that foisting open 
(dan on an unwilling staff can be a disaster. 

What she does say is that in her school open 
plan does work. Which is why she, and Rodney 
King, Berkshire’s primary adviser, were so 
concerned to read Linda Hall’s damning ‘■gener- 
alizations’’ about open plan in the article “Open 
and shut case" (TES, February 14). 

Berkshire local education authority favours, 
open plan, attaching open plan wings to existing

Over the past 20 years, some 10 to 15 per cent of 
the county's primary schools have become, to 
tome degree, open plan. 

“There is a common misconception that open 
plan schools are much cheaper to build than those 
with internal walls," said Rodney King. “In fact 
the difference in cost is not so great as to make it a 
significant factor. The real reason is that we 
believe .children achieve more in an active 
learning situation. Open plan provides the flex- 
ibility necessary for that approach to teaching.” 
No traditional-style primary schools, of what 
Rodney King terms “the box variety", are being 
built fit Berkshire and there is a policy of 
tecraitmenl aimed at appointing teachers predis- 
posed to open plan. “Many teachers already in 
Berkshire Were positive in their attitude,” Rod- 
ney King , said, “But we did encounter some 
TOktance; from staff.” ' . . ' . 

In Rodney King’s estimation, with Hawkedon 
jtfmaty school, Berkshire has just about got it 
tight. Being a new school, all the staff are keen 
operi-pianneri. So, In its flag ship, how is the 
oft-fluofed ‘VexibnitY” being exploited? 

"Ope advantage o( the school being open plan 
~ that • we tan rearrange classes with ease," 
riWhef Toynbee explained. “We do this partly 
to suit the needs of Individual children -'if an 
: u PP*f Infents' child is racing ahead in maths , he or 
w simply move to the next table and join the

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children of all ages. We are not constrained by the 
sizes of classrooms, so we can simply reorganize 
thc grouping^ and rearrange the furniture to 
accommodate, the new arrivals.” 

The teaching part of the school is three rides of 
a quadrangle, the fourth side being dining hall, 
offices, staff room and main hall/gym. A second 
wing is yet to be built on the other side of the halls. 
So Heather Toynbee can walk from her office 
through a short but uncovered walk-way, pass 
through double' doors, and enter the reception 
class area of the school. 

The age of the children increases as she 
completes the square and reaches the door to the 
main hall. The area through whichshe walks Is the 
“wet" area, where activities of a constructive Uqd 
possibly watery nature take place and the floor is 
tiled, To the left of this area are partial rooms, 
divided by partitions, which is where the children 
sit for their morning muster with their dais 
teacher and for activities lhat require a quieter 
setting. 

Heather Toynbee and her staff work hard to 
create the relaxed atmosphere in their school. 
There are no bells, the divisions betwcon ' les- 
sons” are fluid; depending on what activities have 
been undertaken. The staff work in teams of two, - 
organizing work and supervision between them 
but there is a great' deal of cross-fettiUzatlpn of 
ideas between the teams, especially over the' 
communal school project, "Life’s nch pattern ,

chosen to work in open plan, the staff are 
supportive of Heather Toynbee’s ideas and they 
are keen to work together. “I think working in an 
open environment gives you more support," said 
Margeret Brenchley, deputy head. “The other 
adults don't intrude but there is a flow of ideas. 

“You will see children wandering off , certainly, 
she continued, “But the odds are that there Is a 
purpose for their journey - going to fetch some 
paper, or to see how part of a project they are 
involved with is progressing. My only rule Is that 
they have to ask me before going to the 
cloakroom or toilet. Otherwise, t trust them to go 
where they please and they rarely :betray 'my 
trust.” , 

Another witness to the achievements of Hawke- 
don primary school is Margaret Beech,- a school 
governor who comes in at lepst once a week, to. 
help with art work, and demonstrate her expertise 
in calligraphy. '• 

"l think you can get the feel ot the school by, 
sluing down with the children, right in the middle 
of all their activity and hubbub, she said. am 
always impressed with the atmosphere of dili- 
gence and self-disci piMe. There’s no cnresUon of 
Uielr; running about or being noisy. The other 
children soon' tell any’ offenders to behave;" 

It Is one of Heather Toynbee’s tenets that the 
children should strive for excellence; and another 
that they should always finish ' a task oilce 
undertaken. Handwriting is carefully taught, the 
children preparing neat, thoughtfully-written 
project books. "How can you toy that children 
cqnnot concentrate jn open plan, surroundings 


books: 

Parents are frequently to be found in the shool. 
Mothers take small groups off to the staffroom for 
help with reading. They walk unobtrusively past 
the clusters of working children. Heather Toyn- 
bee believes the curriculum begins at 8.30am, 
when the school opens, and that everything that 
happens in the building after that Is concerned 
with education in its broadest sense, Parents, in 
her opinion, are an essential adjunct to the 
.curriculum. 

Evetyopd in' the school has to be tidy. Art 
. materials, booksj edats, liiqch b0xes, papSr- all 
have their, place that children arid teachers alike 
have to know artd abide by. Inevitably there Is not 
as much storage space as the staff would like and 
.there are one or two unwieldy arrangements. But 
the staff approve of having to share resources: it 
gives them access to a under selection, prevents 
hoarding and, by seeing how other staff use 
resources, encourages creativity. 

Given the opportunity to change their sur- 
roundings, there are, of course, suggestions 
Heather Toynbee and her staff could make: the 
wooden sliding doors, provided in order to close 
off the "room" areas, are seldom drawn com- 
pletely and yet take up valuable wall display 
apace; acoustics could be improved (the open 
ceiling, with attractive beams, is said to heighten 
rather than dampen sound); a couple of more 
sound-proofed areas would -.be welcome, for 
teachers wanting a group of children to be 
especially quiet or noisy (at present, music hUs to 
be performed in the staffroom).

In the recently approved London and 
East Anglian Group syllabuses for 
English and English literature GCSE 
courses, a quotation from paragraph 
13 of the General National Criteria 
appears: “If. for any reason, a course 
work, practical or oral element re- 
quired by the, subject-specific criteria 
cannot be internally assessed, examin- 
ing groups may provide course work, 

E radical or oral components for 
□ard-based assessment within the 
framework set by the subject-specific 
criteria." 

The group goes on to assure the 
reader that it “will make such provi- 
sion" in the syllabuses. These state- 
ments. and the introduction for the 
first time of a compulsory teacher- 
assessed component at 16-plus, con- 
tain some interesting implications For 
those intended to operate the new 
scheme. 

Nationally, schools face a series of 
difficulties in implementing the full 


requirements of syllabuses such as 
these. First , as a result of union policy; ' 
a large proportion of teachers will have 
received no training whatsoever in the 
assessment and moderation techni- 
ques required. 

Second, shrinking school rolls and 
county cuts in staffing have resulted in 
many teachers being asked - or told - 
to teach subjects for which they have 
received little or no basic training. 

A third problem arises bom the 
stress of a limited number of available 
staff which makes it unlikely that a 
regular timetabled period will be set 
aside for group discussion, assessment 
and moderation. 

The continuing dispute and lack of 
morale, with the sheer extent of the 
new requirements, will make an extra 
time commitment in after-school

seems to be between 50 and 60 pence, 
according to the examination group- a 
ridiculously inadequate figure in view 
of the extensive professionar commit- 
ment involved. 

In short, I suspect that most subject 
departments in most schools could be 
justified in declaring an inabi’ity to 
provide the necessary moderated 
assessments of an adequate profes- 
isonal standard. They would then, en 


masse, parcel up the collected couise- 
work and send it off, with any ex- 
amination scripts, to the examination 
group. 

The compulsory nature of GCSE 
coursework and its assessment raises 
further questions concerning the na- 
ture of a teacher’s contractual duties, 
as well as who pays for them. Are we to 
assume that the once optional function 
of 16-plus examining has now become 
part of a teacher’s paid professional 
activity? If so, are the examining 
bodies now to be regarded as semi- 
employers of teachers? How far are 
the fees offered to teachers the result 
of negotiation? 

The question of teachers' pay is a 


central issue in the continuing unresl 
within the profession. It is a critical 
factor in the ability of l.e.a.s to retain 
stab and to attract a sufficient supply 
of new blood. Nowhere, either In 
national criteria, or in draft or 
approved subject syllabuses, is there 
any mention of fees for teachers in 
their new compulsory role as examin- 
ers in public examinations. 

It is as though both government and 
examination group regard such fees as 
a gratuity that teachers do not even 
expect to receive. Would teachers, if 
consulted, regard a fee of 5Q-60p per 
candidate, before tax, adequate for 
their new extended role?

Women do two-thirds of the world's work, earn 
10 per cent of Its income and own a mere 1 per 
cent of its property. Every major change in 
society has substituted one set of men with power 
for a different set: women have invariably 
remained at the bottom of the heap. Marilyn 
French argues in Beyond Power: Women, Men 
and Morals that unless there is a change in the 
high priority placed on power in our society there 
Is small hope not only for a better lot for women, 
but also for the survival of democracy. 

This is a brave book: not because of her 
controversial assessment of traditional values but 
because In the Anglo-Saxon world which bows 
only to the expertB and believes in segmented 
knowledge, and by Implication in compartmen- 
talized comprehension, Marilyn French has had 
the courage to ignore the established boundaries 
between sociology Bnd natural science; between 
politics and literature- 

The absence, of a traditional Anglo-Saxon 
structure and the enormous scope of her choice of 
subject makes it difficult for her to travel with any 
obvious sense of purpose from Aristotle’s con- 
tempt for women, through pre-revolution China 
where for women suicide was not Infrequently 
preferred to marriage, to America where more 
women now live without men than at any time 
since the collection of such data began. 

Sometimes the book is more than difficult: it 
can be confusing - this is particularly so when 
Marilyn French attempts a theory of the orgins of 
men's economic and political power over women, 

to dominate * 

women with nature through child-bearing. But 
this theory cannot be derived comfortably from 
her descriptions of how previous societies have 
been organized. The simple fact is that the origins 
oi women's oppression are lost and it is most 
likely a waste of time looking for them. 

The book is, however, crystal clear about the 
danger of “the high value placed on power and 
control which defines the morality of our socie- 
ty”. The constraints this morality imposes on 
women are well-rehearsed in feminist literature, 
“sometimes utterly exalted, sometimes utterly 
debased, rarely within the normal range of human 
possibilities". Less frequently analysed are the 
constraints these values impose on men. Marilyn 
French describes how men have become the 
victims of the expectation that they must be in 
control and of their need to avoid situations which 
they cannot control. 

It takes only a casual appraisal of our society to 
see that the value placed on the control of 
emotion and on power over others Is not generally 
conducive to human contentment, Men mid 
women are looking for love, affection, caring; or 
In E M Forster’s words "only connect”. Our 
current values do not contribute to this basic 
human need.- indeed they are antithetical to it. 

Marilyn Preach holds each and every individual | 
responsible for society’s values and thus capable 
Of contributing to a change in these values. 
Obviously - and in my view wrongly - she does 
not expect any contribution from men; she does 
not expect much of most women either and this 
makes her chapter on. feminism controversial: 

. whatever happened to Sisterhood? 

Although m her view the women who help to 
keep the roof of male domination over our heads, 
thecaryhtids, are more antimale than antifeminist 
r titer alUt is raje tor the oppressed not to arrive 
, ®t hatred for the oppressor - they prefer the false 
i *tietyi of the known to the risk of change.

W hen I was a full-time teacher, 1 
sometimes thought about trying to 
arrange for a writer to come and 
work in my school. I never got any 
further than thinking about it. All my jobs were in 
Inner city .primary schools, where many of the 
children had considerable difficultywith reading 
and writing. It took time, patience and ingenuity 
to build up their confidence and their skills and 1 
didn’t think that a writer, coming in for a day or 
two, would have the faintest idea what to do with 
them. There was, of course, another possibility. 
The writer might be a brilliant success, swanning 
in, full of energy, and swanning out again leaving 
me feeling inadequate and threatened. Either 
way, it seemed best not to bother. 

At some time during this period, I read a 
newspaper article by a writer- fortunately I have 
forgotten which one - who claimed to have had a 
bad time working in a school. The English 
department had been uncooperative - the 
teachers were all thick, insensitive people with no 
understanding of the needs of their pupils or of 
writers. It was clear that he had despised these 
pedagogues from the start and that this was 
probably the cause of the problems. His article 
confirmed my worst suspicions. 

This was a long time ago. Nowadays I go into 
schools as a writer myself and I am grateful to find 
that the teachers I work with are, on the whole, 
less paranoid and suspicious than I was. This has 
been an interesting experience, as I am still a 
teacher one day a week. On Mondays I am a Scale 
One part-timer, known as MiBS Cope. On other 
days, in other schools, I am Wendy Cope the 
poet, a more glamorous figure, who gets asked If 
she has been ou television and how many books 
she has written. Nobody expects Wendy (tope the 
poet to do playground duty or mark a register and 
she has to make a big psychological effort an 
Sunday nights to think herself baqk into the part 
of assistant teacher. ■ 1 ’ 1 

The difference between these two people was 
most marked 18 months ago when I first gave up 
having a full-time job. I had been but of teaching 
for two years, seconded to a post in County Hall, 
Before that I Was deputy head of a school where I 
had been working for eight years and everybody 
knew me. Going back to teaching as a junior 
member of staff in a new school was not a frappy 
experience. T made the mistake of taking.it For 
granted that the children would behave them- 
ielves and respond well to my lessons, just as they

had at my previous school. I had forgotten what it 
was like to be new and strange and have to deal 


with noisy, giggling, uncooperative classes. My | 
enthusiasm evaporated within a few weeks. Just 
when I got to the point of deciding that I didn’t 
like working with children any more, the day 
arrived for the first of my bookings as a writer in 
school. 

The contrast was almost unbelievable. Here, 
too, I was a stranger but I was a stranger who was 
perceived to be somebody important. The head- 
teacher had done a good job; of building me up 
and encouraging the children to look-on my visit 
as an exciting treat. From the moment I walked 
Into the classroom they were keen and respon- 
sive. They worked hard and made gratifying 
comments like "This is good. Miss", The group 
that worked with me in the morning begged to be 
allowed back in the afternoon. At thfe end of the 
day they wanted to know if I would be there 
tomorrow or next week. I decided I did like 
working with children after all. On the way home 
I wondered how they would have treated me if 
they’d been told l was a student or d supply 
teacher. 

For a little while I continued to think that going 
into schools as a writer was. a doddle, compared 
with being a teacher. It seemed terribly unfair. As 
time went on, however! 1 realized that it has its 
disadvantages toa. In the school where I was 
employed part-time, things improved ns the 
children and my colleagues got to know me. I 
began to grow fond of people and t6 notice that 


something from me. In the schools where 1 work 
as a writer I barely get to know anybody before I 1 
have to move on somewhere else, negotiate with a 
new head and a new set of teachers, and try to 
offer something worthwhile, in a short space of 
time, to yet another set of children. Having to 
form all these short-term relationships isstressful. 
So is the feeling, that I must be on top form tor 
each visit. As a. teacher, I feel virtuous if I drag 
myself info.school oh a daywhen f am unwell .As 1 
a wilier (who wouldn’t get paid if she flayed, 
away) I feel guilty about it. 

Although the grass on the writer’s side of the 
fence turns out not to be quite as green as I 
thought it might be, there are rewards as well. It is 
a privilege to be able to work with small groups 
and to be able to spend whole days on poetry, 
without having to break off and attend to other 
things. These arc the kind of opportunities I 
rarely had when I was a teacher. 

I think it does some good. My first priority is 
that the children should enjoy the reading and 
writing we do together and go away feeling 
confident and enthusiastic. Often I am pleased 
with their poems but, like many teachers, I hope 
to be judged not just on the quality of the written 
work but on the quality of tne children’s experi- 
ence. if I see signs that teachers, too, have gained 
something from my visit, I feel sure that it has 
been worthwhile. ' 

It is difficult to generalize about- the benefits of 
' writers working in schools because everyone has 
something different to offer. Some excel as. 
performers. Sometimes just meeting authors can 
motivate children to read their books. At d recent 
conference on Writers in Schools 1 met a 
headteacher who feels that these schemes are 
“more about encouraging reading than writing”. 
Bui at the same conference the poet: Gillian 
Clarke, reading some beautiful poems composed 
by children who had played her "imagery game”; 
provided a powerful demonstration of the effect's 
writer’s- visit can haye on children's writing. • 

' Nowadays, I knovy a number of writers who 
work in schools and a. number of schools where, 
writers hayfe worked. Occasionally I hear .about a 
visit that was disastrous from the Writer’s point of 
view ,6r the school’s' or both. However, imy 
impression is tbot these are not common. ’If, back 
in the old days, 1 had overcome my prejudices and 
arranged a writer’s visit, it would probably have, 
been helpful, even enjoyable; We live and learn.

The Politics of Multiracial Education. 
By Madan Sarup.

During the past two decades, the 
critics of the monocultural orientation 
of the British educational system have 
come to be divided into two groups. 
Some advocate “multicultural*, and 
others anti-racist education. It is easy 
to see how the division occured. In the 
late Sixties multiculturalism meant 
little more than celebration of non- 
Christian religious festivals, special 
courses for the ethnic minority chil- 
dren along the lines of the American 
black studies programme and potted 
accounts of non-European civiliza- 
tions in the curriculum of all children. 
This wholly inadequate view naturally 
provoked a reaction in the form of 
anti-racist education. Since anti-radst 
education was largely a reaction 
against multicultural education, it de-

fined itself in terms of all that the latter 
was not. Unlike multicultural educa- 
tion it whs interested in power rather 
than culture, the political and econo- 
mic rather than "merely” educational 
issues, and in changing the social and 
educational structures rather than chil- 
dren's attitudes. 

Of late most educationists have 
begun to realize that both approaches 
are one-sided. Multicultural education 
cannot open up the educational system 


CHILDREN’S 
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unless it challenges the present domi- 
nance of the ethnocentric paradigm, 
and it remains ineffective without an 
anti-radst thrust. Similarly, anti-racist 
education remains negative unless it is 
given a well-conceived curricular con- 
tent. And it runs the risk of forfeiting 
the autonomy of the school and its 
limited power to do good if it blatantly 
charters it- In the service of political 
objectives - Both groups are also begin- 
ing to realize that rather than engage in 
sterile ideological rhetoric, they 
should get down (o the unglaraorous 
task of understanding the complexity 
of the British education system, ex- 
amining the experiential and research 
evidence, and devising effective ways 
of evolving a genuinely non-racist 
educational system. 

Aurora ana Duncan's book is a sign 
of the changing climate and to Be 
warmly welcomed. Although the ghost 
of the earlier ideological debate still 
haunts some chapters, most concen-

S ective can be applied to the 
Ing of such subjects as history, 
the arts, ESL, mathematics and the 
sciences, and to teacher training. All 
the chapters are clear and level-headed 
and make useful practical suggestions. 
Unfortunately the book concentrates 
on multicultural curriculum at the 
expense of other areas of multicultural 
education, and lacks a clear theoretical 
structure. Nevertheless it is a useful 
collection and deserves to be widely 
read. 

Mr Sarup's book is very different. Its 
moving and trade Introduction sets 
the scene well. He tells us that his 
mother died of ill-health at 35, his 
father died mysteriously during the 
riots following the Partition of India, 
his brothers and sisters are scattered all 
over the world, and even after 44 years 
he feels an exile in England. In a 
desperate attempt to make some sense 
of all this, he came across Lenin's 
pamphlet on imperialism, 'and that put 
his mind at rest. As he says, “But now 
that I am beginning to understand, 1 
don’t cry any more”. One sees the 
point of what he is saying, for personal 
tragedies do occur within a political 
context. However, one cannot help 
asking ff political factors are not medi- 


ated by human choices and chance, 
and if the tragic story of a unique life is 
not vulgarized when reduced to the 
interplay of large social forces. 

Mr Sarup entertains no such doubts. 
Despite periodic disclaimers and qual- 
ifications, he is convinced that Marx- 
ism offers the key to the British 
educational system. Capitalism is in 
“the throes of an intense crisis". Race 
is one of the most important sites 
where the crisis acutelymanifests itself 
and must be fought. The educational 
system is a vehicle of racism and needs 
to be radically tranformed. This can- 
not be done by means of multicultural 
education, which is essentially “social 
democratic”, only concerned to 
change children’s attitudes rather than 
fight structural inequalities, inherently 
apolitical, and part of the bourgeois 
state’s strategy to defuse and deflect 
black resistance. What we need in- 
stead is anti-racist education, by which 
he means that the schools should 
appoint more black teachers, refuse to 
appoint racist teachers, discipline 
those behaving in a racist manner, 
teach the usual subjects in an anti- 
radst manner, include the teaching of 
dialectical materialism and the history 
of colonialism and neo-colonialism.

The Publishing Industry - Growth 
Prospects Fade? By Michele Fteld. 
Comedia, 9 Poland Street, London

Each year in Britain we buy 5$0 million 
books, and over 50,000 titles are 
published. All very buoyant, you 
might think, but according to one 
industry survey, “in 1983 we spent on 
beer over twelve times and on 
cigarettes over nine times the amount 
we spent on books”. Despite the boom 
In paperback sales, we still spend more 
on greetings cards than on all paper- 
back fiction, while the receipts from 
advertising literature in 1983 were 


hack fiction, while the receipts from 
advertising literature in 1983 were 
more than twice the value of the 
receipts from school textbooks. And 
though we spent £2528 million on 
reading matter in 1983, only a quarter 
of that went on books: magazines and 
newspapers took the lion's share. 

The forecasters aren't cheerful 
about the prospects: unit sales have 
not risen for a long time, with wonying 
implications for authors and publishers 
(not forgetting the boor bookseller, 
groaning under the flood). For years 
educational publishing has been the 
safe haven for the cautious publisher, 
but in the 10 years since 1972 the 
school textbook market declined by 
nearly one-fifth in Britain and by more 
than one tenth in the overseas mar- 
kets. It looks as if we are turning again 
towards “recreational” titles, and may 
expect to see an increase in fiction and 
general non-fiction. Thus publishing's 
future is probably as a leisure industry. 

This is the gist of the conclusion of

What really makes Ms Field’s report 
worth reading comes before the dutiful 
conclusion on page 48. Those of us 
who have worked in the industry find 
such surveys endlessly fascinating for 
the way they pull together the idiosyn- 
crasies of individual publishers Into 
some form of overall pattern. For 
those who haven't already discovered 
the heady delights of an industry that 
takes itself so seriously. The Pub- 
lishing Industry is a useful introduc- 
tion. It also raises a mass of questions. 
,For instance, should we regard books 
as a luxury, on a par with tickets to 
Covent Garden or a meal out In a 
restaurant (in which case they are still 
good value)? Or should they be seen as 
ordinary pleasures, such as looking 
after a small garden, or a cat? If It's the 
latter, then apart from the public 
library system, books compare un- 
favourably. 

How many books should we be 
buying a year? The surveys cited find 
that the average household buys one 
paperback a mbnth, or one hardback 
every three months. Ms Field points 
out that the mother in the average 
four-person household is spending 
more on getting her hair done than on 
books for the Family. Without raising

defeated Britannia’s trade practices in 
the end, and this, combined with the 
fluctuations in sterling, has now led to 
a situation in which getting on for half 
of those 50,000 titles sold in the UK 
annually originate in the USA, 
although half are packaged and sold as 
if they were home-grown British pro- 
ducts. 

This report is welcome for its cheap- 
ness, if for no other reason. The three 
major surveys on the trade each cost 
about £100, while this is part of an 
affordable growing series from Com- 
edia which has already covered The 
Theatre Industry, Market Research and 
The Music Industry. It covers all the 
major issues In the trade, though 
unequally - some are explained in 
detail, while knowledge ot others is 
unfairly assumed. My only real quarrel 
is that I wish the author had spent a 
little more time on the selling of books. 
To be sure, few other industries have 
to handle the selling of 50,000 different 
products a year, of which well over half 
will be published in the second part of

Hardy, more than many writers, has 
his champions and detractors, and 
tends to arouse extremes of enthu- 
siasm or denigration. Indifference to 
Hardy is relatively rare. The critical 
debate continues about his female 
characters; whether or not he was a 

f iessi mist/fatalist; 19th or 20th century 
n his sensibilities: better as a novelist 
or as a poet. "Hardyesque" may be a 
term of praise or abuse, or purely 
descriptive. 

Materialist criticism, like Feminist 
or Marxist criticism, is concerned with 
“the relation between writing and 
ideology”, with historical-sociological 
cause-and-effect. More, or sometimes 
less subtly, it is concerned with prop- 
ounding itsown "ideology” and impos- 
ing this on the reader, who may wisely 
agree with what Keats said about 
poetry: “We hate that which has 
palpable design on us." 

This book, on its author's admis- 
sion, is '‘theoretical, critical and pole- 
mical”. The thought processes are not 
as much expansive as reductionist: 
attempting to explain all events, ideas, 
beliefs by "the material, economic 
conditions of life of the historical 
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aginative corpus which constitutes 
Wessex is greater than the sum total of 
its parts, even accepting that this is one 
of them? 

“The mode of production in ma- 
terial life,” wrote Marx in 1859, “deter- 
mines the general character of the 
social political, and spiritual processes 
of life. The author shares this doctri- 
naire viewpoint, and includes much 
about Proauction, such as “Thomas 
Hardy and the Reproduction of the 
Relations of Production”, in this book. 
If not a species of gobbledegook this is 
certainly for initiates rather than 
general readers. 

Hardy’s “profound contemplation 
of women” comes under scrutiny since 
he "posits an innate ‘difference of 
nature' between the sexes”, presenting 
his female characters with a mixture of 
sympathy and "sexism” as “mysterious

If there is any single objective with 
which all teachers of economics would 
concur it is that of making economics 
appear interesting and relevant to 
students. There has been an increasing 
effort, particularly at the Introductory 
level, to teach the principles of econo- 
mics and their application in tandem, 
rather than pursue separate courses or 
papers in analytical and descriptive 
economics. A level data response 
questions were introduced to develop 
students’ skills in applying economic 
principles to practical issues. 

The books reviewed here have the 
same objective of teaching the applica- 
tion of economic principles so as to 
arouse and sustain interest. Walker is a 
standard collection of A level data 
response questions - without answers; 
Smith ana Begg is a workbook of 
exercises, some of which are short data 


Students are expected to infer far 
more from the data than is valid. The 
only way this type of question could be 
justified is by expecting students to 
explain why no conclusion can be 
drawn from the data. Is the average A 
level student able to do this ana will 
she find economics of compelling in- 
terest as a result of such exercises? 
Since Walker provides no answers one 
cannot tell whether he is setting soph- 
isticated questions or is not fully aware 
of the limitations of the data. 1 have 
been left to draw my own conclusions: 
so many of the questions are unsatis- 
factory that I would be reluctant to 
recommend their use. 

The Smith and Begg workbook 
provides a comprehensive set of short 
and varied questions on each chapter 
of the main text - with answers. The 
back page blurb emphasizes the pre- 
sentation of recent data and topical 
issues. But I get a distinct impression 
that diminishing marginal returns have 
set in. The actual quantity of real world 
data and topical Issues is not Impress- 
ive and does not compare well with the 
main text. The questions are good drill 
material, full of invented data, free- 
hand diagrams and multiple choice 
tests of basic theory. Any student who 
worked through all the main text and 
workbook would emerge with a very 
sound grasp of economic principles. 
However, tnis is only a realistic prog- 
ramme for the well-motivated. Given

L aunched last week, Artists 
Against Apartheid is the 
latest popular cause inspired 
by the success of Live Aid. 
Led by British musician Jerry Dam- 
mers and Dali Tam bo, son of African 
National Congress leader Oliver Tam- 
bo, its aim is to bring about a cultural 
boycott of South Africa. Formed aioQg 
lines similar to the American organiza- 
tion which produced the successful 
"Sun City” album and single last year, 
it is planning major live events 
throughout the country this summer. 

The uneasy relationship between 
popular music and politics is not new; 
nor, for that matter, are its many 
critics. Punk rock established the most 
direct link between song and action, 
but before that the Sixties saw popular 
music manning the barricades across 
the West. America has long had a 
tradition of radical songwriters, and 
jazz (and more recently, rock) has 
been held subversive by dictatorships 
of the left and right. The abstract 
lexicon of music is such an ideal code 
for the transmission of dangerous 
knowledge that it might not be stretch- 
ing a metaphor too far to trace the 
relationship back to the walls of 
Jericho. 

The appearance of Artists Against 
Apartheid and other similar organiza- 
tions - the pro-Labour Red Wedge, 
croups supporting and raising funds 
for Greenpeace, Amnesty Interna- 
tional, Ethiopia, Colombia, CND, 
even AIDS research - Is surprising in 
that it strengthens a current paradox: 
that popular conscience should flour- 
ish to the Eighties when its very 
resources - compassion, altruism - are 
being eroded. 

The current burst of commitment 
could merely be seen as pop music not 
only re-discovering its conscience but 
newly discovering that conscience 
sells. It could also be dismissed as 
another spasm of the youth rebellion- 
reflex, but the growth of “cause pop" 
actually flies in the face of the received 
consensus. Pop is largely a movement 
of reaction. Punk was a reaction 
against the i^ynttonCYjflfcthe^ ^aven, 
ties' “supef group*", , lral p lPquiWly JW 
invited its own backlash, in the form of 
the so-called “New Romantics", who 
spumed punk's dirty realism for the 
fantasy of nightclubs, cocktails, 
vacuous fast-turnover trends and the 
denial of politics. Noted only for its 
mindless consumerism and its lack of 
any sense of cultural context or pers- 
pective, this particularly cynical Me 



Generation dominated the early 
Eighties. Somehow, the halfway mark 
sees pop culture tapping into the 
unknown reserves of sympathy. 

To thrive, as It appears to be doing, 
in the Eighties, “cause pop" has to rely

entertainment, promising more than 
the aches and tne dim glow of indi- 
vidual pride that await the marcher. 
There is also something of the dosed 
circuit of preaching to the converted 
about it. Yet when I travelled around 
the country with Red Wedge, the 
would-be musical outriders for a new 
Labour government, I v^as repeatedly 


a wider spectrum: not simply the 
National Front leafleting schools and 
football mounds, but the overt right- 
wing sentiments of such artists as Cliff 
Richard, the low-level background 
radiation emitted by the countless pop 
groups whose work seems to carry the 
subliminal suggestion that the young 
should buy the existing sodal package 


relevant consideration; that the reci- 
pients of such support need and wel- 


come it, however massive or meagre it 
may be. There can be few who would 
deny that the black population of 
South Africa is espedally deserving. 

Red Wedge and the ongoing PR 
facelift for CND would suggest that the 
amount of available celebrities are 
turning into something of a ren tacrowd 
themselves. Artists Against Apar- 
theid, however, commanded if not the 
attendance then the good wishes of 
Paul McCartney, Pete Townsbend, 
Sting, Dire Straits and non-musicians 
such as veteran entertainer and activist 
Harry Belafonte, Sir Richard Atten- 
borough, George Melly and others. 
Clearly, no one will have to check with 
their agent before joining this cam- 
paign. 

As well as persuading artists to stay 
away from South Africa, Artists 
Against Apartheid wants them to 
withdraw any recorded material from 
the country. In America, this is already 
proving successful. Many actors are 
demanding that their shows no longer 
be sold there; one South African 
television critic predicts dire consequ- 
ences when the hugely popular Dallas 
is withdrawn this summer. Yet others, 
such as comedian Bill Cosby, who slips 
images of black rights figures into his 
shows, still prefer to allow it in, 
although in Cosby's case this could be 
to annoy white viewers with images of 
a wealthy black household. 

_ Artists Against Apartheid has no 
time for such politics. '"These shows 
are watched by whites,” says Dali 
Tambo. “TheyVe watching ft while 
their policemen are machine-gunning 
our children on the streets." Tambo’s 
organization says that over 77 per cent 
of the black majority want a total 
boycott, and states firmly that the only 
help the West can give is to withdraw. 
“The time for nice rhetoric is over.” 
says Tambo. “We’re on the attack, and 
our weapon is culture.” Fighting talk, 
indeed. While it may well be oversha- 
dowed by the efforts of Live Aid, this

After a rather lean year for new 
schools television programmes in lan- 
guage teaching, this term sees some 
wlecome and lively activity from the 
BBC. There are repeats of the popular 
series La Marie etses Secrete (Wednes- 
days, 11.17 BBC2) and (Inter Uns 
(alternate Tuesdays, 11.00 BBC2), but 
the mam interest will focus on Treff- 
punkt Osterrelch (Wednesdays, 13.43,- 
Thursdays, 9.35, BBC2) and on its 
companion Encounter Austria (Tues- 
days. 9.35, Thursdays, 13.43 BBC2). 

Austria was chosen as the location 
after initial plans to film in the DDR 
fell through. As with its forerunner, 
Treffpunki Deutschland, there is a

Prance Magazine is made up of 
authentic extracts from French TV. It 
reflects the interests of young people 
on both sides of the Channel and the 
excerpts have been chosen with the 
demands of examination syllabubs in 
mind. Topics include a drama set at the 
time of the first “congds payfis”, a brief 
portrait of Brassens compiled shortly 
after his death, an affectionate look at 
Colette and a report on the response of 
French schoolchildren to the plight of 


people in the Third World, in chiding 
interviews and the French “Band Aid” 
song, “Y'en a marre". Also featured 
are TV adverts and excerpts from 
TFl’s popular mini-journal in which 
Patrice Drevet and his team of journal- 
ists specialize in finding a humorous 
slant to everyday events. 

On radio the long-running and 
popular Vlth form series Volx de 
Prance (00.30-01 . 10, June 2-6, VHF4) 
has five new programmes. The first

talking about their work. The next 
three aim to inform students about 
different aspects of French society, 
looking in particular at education, at 
life in Paris and provisions for pension- 
ers. Die Friday programme will pick 
up topical news items which throw 
light on some current social and poli- 
tical problems. 

Although Deuisch far die Oberstufe, 
which is celebrating its silver jubilee, is 
not broadcast this term, there is some 
compensation for German specialists 
with new programmes in the Graded 
Objectives series (01.00-01.10, May

which he asked four German pupils to 
talk freely about a number of things 
which interest them. Their thoughts on 
topics such as hobbies, school, travell- 
ing around and leisure time were then 
sifted by the scriptwriters, 

They selected tne most appropriate 
sections, wrote a linking narrative, 
added a few sound effects and the 
result is a very usable resource ideal for 
practising basic vocabulary and for 
discussing the sort of themes featured 
in graded objectives schemes.

Whatever the doubts over -transfer 
to 35mm film for projection onto a 
full-size cinema screen, there seems at 
first sight to be no problem over 
shooting programmes on HD video 
and then transferring them to any of 
the existing 525 or 625-1 1 ne TV and 
video formats, or even the IBA’s new 
MAC system. But it Is not as simple as 
that - and this is why European video 
and television engineers fear a decision 
next month to standardize on the 
Japanese system. 

If film and TV studios stop shooting 
on film and instead use the NHK 1125 
line, 60Hz video standard, this will be 
fine for Japan and the US who can 
easily convert it down to 525 line,. for 
television transmission of videocasette 
release. But it is brfd news fof Europe. 
Television and video programmes 
sourced from 60Hz tape can look 
jerky, smeared and blurred on a 50Hz 
system. So can cinema film sourced 
from HDTV. 

The key factor is the difference in 
picture rate.

Simple arithmetic tells that when 
video tape shot at a 60Hz picture rate is 
converted to 50Hz, every sixth picture 
has 10 be sacrificed.

Wales is taking a lead in media educa- 
tion thanks both to one examining 
board's new O/CSE in Media Studies 
and the creation of Britain's first arts 
centre-based Media Education Insti- 
tute (MEI) in Cardiff. Schools are 
joining the media bandwagon, with 
teachers introducing the press and 
television into English classes, and 
interest in film and video production is 
mushrooming since S4C has opened up 
a market for independent producers. 

Yet as Neil Wallace, Chapter’s 
Chief Executive points out, it’s an 
expensive subject to study: "Schools 
cannot afford 8mm film production 
equipment or video making and edit- 
ing machines. But the MEI, which has 
access to these facilities plus two 
viewing cinemas, will provide a valu- 
able resource to schools in South and 
Mid Glamorgan", 

Already pnmaiy school pupils from 
Cardiff are familiar with the holiday 
photography, sound and film courses 
held at Chapter. This Easter, for 
example, youngsters aged 8-12 were 
taught the basics of animation by 
taking a line for a walk. A foil 
curriculum is now being developed for 
fourth and fifth form secondary pupils, 
placing emphasis on learning video 
ma king skills as well as theory, analysis 
and cinema history. 

Four workers are currently being 
recruited to staff the MEI now that the 
three-year £55,000 pilot funding has 
been agreed . It’s anticipated that 3,000 
children and 200 teachers will use the 
Institute each year, in addition to those 
attending MEI-run seminars in schools 
and teachers' centres. . 

Initial teacher training places little 
°P media skills, so weekend 
September for primary „wo..featp 
teachers. Following these sessions, 
teachers will be able to assist their 
pupils undertake a range of practical 
projects from making, and editing 
documentary videos to creating anima- 
tion films,

Scratch video-pop art of the eighties. Tim Wall looks at ways to explore it 


The ideas behind scratch video are not 
new but the educational possibilities 
are only just being realized. The basis 
of scratch video is the re-editing of 
video material filmed by others. 

The recent popularity of the techni- 


que can be traced back to the Afro- 
American popular music culture of 
Hip-Hop. In Hip-Hop the "Musicians" 
create music by mixing together short 
sections of different records with an 
electronic rhythm machine and a DJ 
talkover, Specific sections of a record 
are sometimes played over and over 
and the turntable wound back between 
each repetition.

Asa Briggs on the need for a national television archive 



As the continuing communications 
revolution goes through what in retros- 
pect will doubtless seem to be overlap- 
ping phases, more and more com- 
munications output is being produced. 
It is of different kinds, covering all 
aspects of contemporary life, and it 
will be invaluabie to historians of the 
future. It is likely, indeed, that the 
work of the historian of the future, 
even his role, will be transformed as a 
result of its presence. 

How much of this output should be 
kept and under whose auspices are 
matters for discussion. At present 
what is retained is not assembled In 
one place. Nor can those responsible 
for the output easily decide what to do 
with it. On the one hand there is a 
problem of selection: by what criteria 
should material be preserved? On the 
other hand there is a problem of 
access: who should be allowed to see or 
to use material and on what terms? 
Should different categories of material 
be treated in different ways in relation 
both to selection and access? Much of 
the material, of course, has operation- 
al as well as historical use: much of it 
raises complex questions of property 
rights, particularly copyright. 


Seven years ago the BBC published 
the report of an independent advisory 
committee on archives which I 
chaired. It examined the scale and 
scope of BBC archives, perhaps the 
richest in the world. -It made firm 
recommendations, some of which have 

either selection problems or access 
problems arc to be solved there must 
be adequate physical and human re- 
sources. There also has to be com- 
munication between the holders of the 
material and the users. 

Meanwhile the institutional position 
has changed. BBC archives were only 
a part or a national picture in 1979: 
there were also the archives of inde- 
pendent television companies, and 
those of Channel 4 are now obviously 
of national importance. The BBC 
monopoly existed only until 1955; the 
remaining BBC archives from that 
period are in a very real sense national 
treasure, held on trust; subsequent 
ones exist alongside and can be com-

pared with other archives. Sometimes 
they are competitive, sometimes com- 
plementary. The task of a historian 
dealing with them has become infinite- 
ly more complex. Moreover, there is a 
great deal of material now being 
produced by small concerns outside 
any framework or control, which may 
choose to keep nothing, and there are 
new techniques of transmission, stor- 
age and discrimination. We have pas- 
sed into the age of the home video. The 
problem of access is related not only to 
the needs of researchers but to educa- 
tion in and for the media, an education 
concerned with the arts and sciences of 
the media as well as with the content 
and composition of their output.

Yvonne Davies on the importance of encouraging young children 

to operate the camera 


During recent years the video recorder has become 
a familiar part of the primary schools' hardware. 
Technological developments have meant cheaper 
and even more manageable cameras and recorders, 
and so access to a video camera is no longer 
impossible for many primary teachers. Providing 
the hardware, however, ensures nothing about the 
way it will be used within the curriculum. Who, for 
example, is operating the camera? 

From my experience as a primary teacher in 
Shropshire ana tutor for a diploma in Media 
Studies in Clwyd, it is most frequently the teacher. 
There are notable exceptions, such as Paul Merri- 
son in Leicestershire or Vincent McGrath in ILEA, 
but they are enthusiastic media educators anyway. 
To be more specific it is most often a male teacher. 
Not that this should never be the case, but it should 
not be the case exclusively and, it should be 
challenged. 

For the teacher always to be camera person not 


only endows the equipment with a rarefied status, 
ftim fre 


but prevents her/him from intervening productively 
within the project. The reasons for the teacher 
playing such a role can often be practical: the 
equipment is expensive and 7 to 11-year-oids could 
damage it or themselves. But these difficulties can 
be overcome by employing the kind of organization 
Vincent McGrath advocates: fixed camera, hand- 
held mike, simple set and lighting. 

It also assumes that technology is somehow 
neutral and that the end product wilTnot be affected 
by who actually operates the camera or, more 
importantly, who makes decisions about the type of 
shot and when to cut or zoom in. 

After working with a group of third and fourth 


Alter working with a group of third and fourth 
years at a primary school outside Shropshire for a 
aay-and-a-nalf a week for four weeks, the oppor- 
tunity arose to use the county professional centre’s 
video camera for two half-days.

An entertaining “news" format was eventually 
adopted. Initially the class was organized so that

Having instructed the first four in using the 
hardware, I was able to leave them to explain to the 
next group and so on. This sharing of skills, group 
cooperation and articulation of what had just been 
learnt was an essential part of the video project. 
Which items were to be included and why, who was 
to perform in front of the camera and who was to 
operate the equipment were broadly 
decisions based on how children had done so far 
that afternoon. 

By using the monitor throughout and getting 
instant feedback from the class audience, the first

The diploma course in Media Studies for primary 


teachers, based in Llay, Clwyd, has taken similar 
account of video work in teaching about the media.

John Goddard on practical media work at Yewlands 
Secondary School in Sheffield 


Over the past decade Media Studies and more 
general forms of media education have been 
growing in status. There has been a plethora of 
conferences, syllabuses, books and teaching posts, 
all of which is very welcome. But at a classroom 
level, where the movement is energetic and 
encouraging, progress is still at an embryonic sti 
And disturbingly, practical film and video worl 
children is actually seen to be less and less at the 
heart of such work. 

There is a wealth of classroom ideas and 
experience to be found in a dozen or so schools 
which have been teaching Media Studies for over 10 
yeara, involving large numbers of students. These 
schools have come to regard practical media work 
as central to media education. 

One such school is Yewlands in Sheffield. 
Operational since 1975, with practical video pro- 
duction as its essence, the Communication Studies 
department now has over 100 students on its third

There are one or two drawbacks. 
The depth of field is such that extreme 
close-ups are difficult to keep in focus, 
whether it’s on auto or manual focus. 
The auto focus is pretty good. When 
there is an ambiguity about what to 
focus on, it does make a decision 
instead of drifting back and forward 
between one and the other as some 
cameras do. There is no macro lens, a 
device extremely useful for inserting 
images from books or photographs in 
your video programme.

Old movies 


Joan Freeman looks at valuable records of life in the North West 


Children do find it difficult to imagine 
times gone by, and of course pictures 
are a great help to them. Yet moving 
film has even more impact than stills: it 
is vivid and immediate primary evi- 
dence which brings the history books 
to life. Also, because film is a feature 
of this century, it has a particular 
appeal to young people. 

To teachers, the advantage of film is 
the way it can be used in so many areas 
of teaching, typically history, English, 
geography and social studies. And now 
that most secondary and many primary 


schools have video rouipment/the way 
is open for the continued growth of 


film transferred to video tape, the 
fastest growing area of flexible, push- 
button teaching resources. In time, 
there may be easy, inexpensive facili- 
ties to process local amateur movies on 
to video, though as yet it is still too 
expensive for schools to contemplate.

with projector and screen, and the 
monitor's hand hovering over the light 
switch.

sentation by ordering the material into 
comprehensive blocks of ideas. To 


make it more readily accessible and 
versatile, it had to be transferred to 
video. Granada Television gave them 
free access to the highly sophisticated 
telecine equipment, ana help from the 



trained and enthusiastic staff at the 
studios. This allowed there to alter the 
speed and texture of the old film, some 
of it quite fragile, and to experiment 
until they found the best possible 
picture. 

They put together seven teacher 
resource packs, nee (but for the cost of 
the postage) for all teachers to borrow. 
These are How Your Great-grandpar- 
ents Used to Live, The Home Front in 
the Two World Wars, Transport in the 
Region, Leisure and Holidays, The 
North-west at Work , Glimpses of 
Family Life, and 77ie Textile industry. 
Each includes a video tape, text about 
the film and its time, old photographs, 
and audio cassettes of interviews with 


Liverpool- There are also still photo- 
graphs, copied documentation and 
notes for teachers, but the films are as 
silent as the day they were made. 

Sensibly, the archive staff went first 
to the teachers to find out what they 
would like. Most did not want a lesson 


prepared for them, but were keen on a 
resource which they could use with 
different ages and levels of ability 
however they chose on different occa- 
sions. Consequently, the flexibility of 
the collected material was given prior- 
ity and there are no lesson assign- 
ments. Mary Steed, the Archive's 
Education Officer, showed early com- 
pilations of the films to primary and 
comprehensive schools, and round 
that teachers in different subjects did 
indeed approach the material quite 
differently. The teacher still has to do 
the work, she says.

Laboratory, simulated four experi-

Also on show was the alternative 
videodisc format, VHD, from Thorii- 
EM1. Already in use in schools in 
.Japan, the system is claimed to be far 
cheaper than LaserVislon. While the 
material Is currently non-interactive, 
it’s possible, using a BBC micro, for 
teachers to “add theirown interactiv- 
ity" by writing their own software.

Old film is not restricted to just the 
area of the country in which it was 
made; there is considerable overlap 
across the land. The distressing foot- 
age of Manchester burning in tne blitz 
is not unique to that city; and again, 
although they are indeed of Lan- 
cashire, the workers seen in the cotton 
mills were only part of the vast labour- 
ing forces of the early part of this 
century. Nor are the scenes of family 
life played in from of the cameras 
entirely specific to the North. Yet each 
region does have something special to 
show to the rest of the country, mostly 
perhaps in the differences between 
urban and country living. The East 
Anglian Film Archive, for Instance, 
has excellent film on forming and 
fishing, whereas the North West Arc- 
hives are necessarily biased towards 
concern with heavy industries in the 


region. 

There is no properly developed

Television 


today 


Television today is coming under grea- 
ter scrutiny at a policy level than for 
several decades. On the one hand 
there is the continuing debate about 
the future institutional structures of 
broadcasting, with the coming satellite 


channels further contributing to possi- 
ble changes; on the other the “effects'' 


of television programmes have again 
become an issue. Perhaps related, 
there is also a new mood in the air with 


regard to media education, in Juiy the 
second International Television Stu- 
dies Conference will offer an oppor- 
tunity to discuss these issues. 


One of the five parallel strands of 
the conference is devoted to analysis 


and research into media education, as 
well as some of the current debates 
about the “effects" of television on the 
behaviour of young people. In all, 
more than 120 papers from 30 coun- 
tries will be presented, broaching 
topics such as audience research, the 
future of public service broadcasting, 
television's history, analysis of prog- 
rammes, theories of representation, 
and the impact of new technologies. 

Media teachers will be able to 
discuss developments in media educa- 
tion in Japan, the USA, Latin Amer- 
ica, France and Australia, and to 
review the upsurge of British research 
and practice in the hitherto much 
neglected area of primary media 
education. 

This year’s conference runs from 


Thursday July 10 to Saturday July 12 
and is being held at the Univeisityof 
London Institute of Education.

Giro - ft This the Modem World? 
(52 minutes) by the Birmingham Film 
and Video workshop, shown on Chan- 
nel 4 in 1985, opens to expansive, 
Dallas - style music, giving the air of a 
soap opera, but it rapidly turns into an 
urban private eye spoof with donkey- 
jacketed toughs called DHSS snooping 
on the unemployed. 

This obvious, yet well-constructed 
format is designed to highlight the 
problems and tensions of the young 
unemployed and the view that to be 
dependent on the state is to be less 
than wholesome. This latter point is 
I intended to b.e understood as a satirical 
approach but nevertheless the video’s 
stated purpose is “to provide a de- 
veloping discussion about life on un- 
employment benefit and living 
together in a community". 

This it does well and more specifical- 
ly raises questions about the role of 
government and general attitudes to- 
wards work. A particular comment is 


worth quoting: “If they want us to 
work, they must make work more 
interesting and pay us a decent wage.” 
Now the only point about using a 
programme like this is for the teacher 
to be able to use such comments to 
further discussion and debate, and also 
for students to formulate their ideas, 
responses and actions. As such, inter- 
views with a range of public figures 
who are all politicians provide the oasis 
for serious thinking about the role 
of the state in an era of mass unem- 
ployment. 

iliis programme has both appeal 
and purpose and could be successfully 
used in a variety of courses. However, 
whether used on generalist courses 
such as general studies, personal and 
social education or lifeskills (even 
careers), or specialist courses such as 
sociology or social administration, it 
must be carefully planned and inte- 
grated. While this approach to con- 
temporary issues may be insignificant 
on its own, it has relevance as part of a 
whole course. 

Women in Construction (33 mi- 
nutes) by the ILEA TV and Publicity 


Unit, is going to raise the hackles in 
all-male schools and thank heavens. If 
it develops discussion of equal oppor- 
tunities and the role of women, and 
confronts some teachers’ and students' 
stereotyped thinking, then its purpose 
will have been served. 

In a nan-dramatic way, through 
eight women explaining their jobs and 
training, with close-ups of their work, 
the video encourages men to examine 
their attitudes towards women doing 
the work depicted. This technique at 
covering a range of issues such as 
family reactions and working with men 
bv illustrating a variety ot typically 


and decorating, bricklaying and wood- 
work, and slightly less obvious occupa- 
tions like a civil engineering soil 
mechanic, keeps the central purpose of 
the video in the forefront and extends 
the discussion into the Issues of equal 
pay and the Sex Discrimination Act. 

Fair Go - Your Rights (20 minutes) 
by the Victorian Trades Hall Council 
Video Unit and Open Channel, Vic- 
toria, Australia, is tne least convincing

Tempting 
as a list may look In a brochure, if it 
includes everything from grass-sledg- 
ing to abseiling and computing to 
go-karting, how much of each will 
actually be on offer? The fewer the 
options, the more intensive the tuition 
is likely to be. 

“Be very suspicious of any centre 
that is unwilling to arrange for a 
preliminary visit beforehand 4 ', warns 
Bill Higginson of the new British 
Activity Holiday Association. “As 
when buying anything, it is sensible to 
inspect the goods first.” 

At the very least, it is important to 
discuss the facilities in detail by phone. 
Find out things like the size of the 
what contingency plans exist 
weather, the evening activities, 
accommodation and food. 

In its recent report on activity cen- 
tres, Which? also pointed out that it 
was important to check whether any 
of the activities were contracted out to 
other organizers. If so, try to talk to 
them as well.

Safety first 

Mary Cruickshank on the importance of 
preparing for a school visit 


High standards of safety on school 
visits usually go hand in hand with 
clearly definea educational objectives 
and well-structured activities. Achiev- 
ing high standards is only possible 
when time is made available for adequ- 
ate preparation. Even the most experi- 
enced teachers consider a preliminary 
visit essential for planning the prog- 
ramme, ensuring instructions are dear 
and being in a position to anticipate as 
many eventualities as possible. 

A variety of sources of information 
arc available to teachers planning visits 
to unfamiliar parts of trie country. 

A substantial proportion of group 
activities in the countryside take place 
in the National Parks - around 40 per 
cent according to a Countryside Com- 
mission report. Snowdonia receives 
the greatest volume of visits, followed 
by the Lake District and Peak District. 
Tne other seven parks - Dartmoor, the 
Brecon Beacons, North York Moors, 
Yorkshire Dales, Exmoor, Pem- 
brokeshire and Northumberland - re- 
ceive fewer, but still substantinl num- 
bers of visitors. 

There is a youth and schools liaison 
office in each of the parks where 
information on transport, accom- 
modation, sites and study resources is 
available. But the prime concern of the 
officers is safety.' 

Hugh Robertson, liaison officer for 
Snowdonia, sees their role as being to 
provide information and advice about 
dangers and the suitability of different 
areas within the parks for visits, but he 
stresses that the responsibility for 
school groups rests firmly with the 
Jncal authorities. "It's vital that local 
heaateaciicis narents and 

sponsibility,” he says. “Many acci- 


dents start months before a visit - with 
bad planning. Local authorities must 
give teachers more support and time 
for reeonnaisancc." 

Of the 114,000 children visiting the 
area each year, he reckons he has 
contact with the leaders of around 
50,000 and there's clear evidence that 
accidents are rare among the schools 
that make use of the service. He's 
particularly concerned about accidents 
associated with fairly low-key activi- 
ties, such as a child getting into trouble 
while paddling or retrieving a football 
from a stream. He also emphasizes the 
need for teachers to know their pupils 
and their pupils' physical conditon well 
- a change in diet or sleeping routines 
can easily weaken a child. 

like tne liaison officers of Snow- 
donia and the Lake District, Rosy 
White, information officer of the Bre- 
con Beacons National Park, is also a 
member of .the local mountain rescue 
team. This first hand experience of tfye 
area can be invaluable when advising 
teachers. “It's very important teachers 

S et in touch with us before they visit," 
lie says. “Conditions can change a lot 
throughout the year." Their informa- 
tion packs for visiting groups - like 
those of the other national parks - 
offer detailed advice on equipment, 
clothing and safely procedures. 

Most school visits take place be- 
tween April and May, when winter 
conditions in Snowdonia, the Brecons 
and Peak District can still prevail. 
Accidents happen when badly “pre- 
pared groups are hit by sudden 
changes in weather and drops in 
temperature-.

The information network offered by 
the National Parks is.by no means the 
only one available to teachers leading 
school journeys. Teachers’ centres can 
be an invaluable source of information 
and on-the-spot advice, as can local 
schools. Some l.e.a.s provide anno- 
tated maps of potentially hazardous 
areas ana teachers in doubt of the 
safety of some coastal areas can con- 
tact the coastguard station. Tourist 
offices can be equally helpful. Dorset 
Education Authority's Teacher's 
Guide lo organizing a day out of doors 
should prove useful to anyone in- 
volved in outdoor education, and the 
authority will also try to answer speci- 
fic queries about safety in particular 
areas. 

According to John Hilsum, warden 
of the Isle of Wight teachers' centre, 
the degree of preparedness among 
teachers varies enormously. Of the 
30,000 children visiting the island 
every year, most stay ui hotels and 
holiday camps, where the accompany-
